A good many elderly people arc afflicted 
ith dreadful head-aches on the Fourth of 
uly; but I suspect they don't mind it very 
inch, for in every puff of blue smoko that 
reathes itself under their noses, they see n 
>oy's or girl's happy face. 


It is a queer custom, thissetting-off of ilrc- 
orks, but it is observed in many countries; 
mong others, in England on the fifth of 
bvember, in China on New Year's day, and 
n South America on all suitable occasions, 
s you know, the fifth of November is the 
nniversary of the gunpowder plot, in which 
sad scamp named Guy Fawks schemed to 
low up the House of Parliament, with all 
le members, great and small, inside. But 
jo plot was discovered and defeated, and 
10 patriotic people of England still cele- 
rato their escapi. On every anniversary of 
he day they have fireworks and bonfires, 
nd the boys burn effigies of the traitor. _ 1 
ave seen n capital Guy Faivlses made with 
broom-stick, a ragged old coat, a battered 
Id hat, and n penny paper mask. Boxes of 
natohes, squibs, and crackers were secreted 
bout his ugly person, and then he was oar- 
ied over the town in an old chair, with a 
horus of noisy youngsters following after 
nd singing: 


Gunpowder plot fcliall never ue forgot, 
As long OH old England stands upon a rock! 


When he had been paraded through til 
lio streets, and reviled, and pelted with 
tones, he was planted on top of a bonfire 
or a throne and burned, amid the splutter- 
ngs and fumes of the crackers arid squibs 
liddeii in his dress. 


In the southern states, as those of you 


who live there know, Christmas day is the 
;reat occasion for fireworks, and then there 
s as much desire for crackers and pin- 
wheels as in the north on the Fourth. In 
China, the almond-ejed natives fire off 
heir crackers on Now Year's day, as I have 
aid, and travelers state that the noise_con- 
inues from early morning until midnight, 
without the least intermission. It is not 
he children alone who enjoy themselves; 
men and women shnre in the amusement 
rith just as much zest as the youngsters. 


In South American countries, such as 


Chili and fern, a friend of mine, who lived 
.here, tells me the fireworks are introduced 
at every festival, and especially at those of 
.he church. The people derive a frantic 
ort of pleasure from them, and set them off 
n broad daylight and at all hours of the 
night. He is an enthusiastic fellow ghini- 
self, and I am not sure that he does not 
exaggerate a little but he says that he has 
seen a sane business-man leave his office in 
midday and go into the street to send off a 
rocket'. During church services also fire- 
works are displayed, so there is a perpetual 
Fourth of July. 
Perhaps some of you 


hink it would be nice to live in such a 
jlace; I don't. 


The other day, I bought three packs of 


crackers, all made in China, and paid eight 
cents each for them. You know how they 
are packed—in white straw paper, with a 
crimson label bearing an inscription print- 
ed in gilt characters. Well, when I got 
lome, I began to wonder what the inscrip- 
:ion on the margin meant. I am not a 
earned person, so I asked a Japanese stu- 
deut who understands Chinese to translate 
t for me. As the centre of one label is 
filled with the outline of an eagle, the pack 
evidently is designed for young Americans.

>roved, after all, to bo nothing more than 
in advertisement of the dealers, reading, 
when translated, as follows:
